ner seasons make the struggle for existence no acute aud in- 
tense that vegetation grows with almost asparagus speed, and 
spilled grass seed even sprouts iu the cinders along railroad 
tracks. Compare this with the trouble you have growing grass 
on your lawn. 


You have observed how rats and mice flourish and multiply 


as a reaction to being constantly hunted. So on, all through 
the animal kingdom, man included. Success of the able, like 
survival of the fittest, necessitates a hard struggle—obstacle 
Talore.
